Tho pleasant room of the Business 


Men's association was comfortably filled 
last evening with a class of men inter- 
ested in the discassion of the Sumatra 
aw. 
State Senator S. L. Lord was 


present by special invitation, and gave 
some very interesting and instructive 
Maot8 in regard to tho importance of Su- 
matra as a competitor, and furnished sta- 
tistics -which -were startling and worthy 
of careful consideration by every man 
nterested in the protection of our home 
production. 


In 1867 the importation of Sumatra 


lobacoo 
amounted 
to 
$2.849,000, 


while in 18S3 tho importation amounted 
to $13,811,000. Tho duties collected on 
the Sumatra crop of 1883 at 35 cents par 
pound amounted to 84,833,000. If the 
spirit of the import law could have been 
enforced the revenue from this source to 
our government would have doubled, so 
it will be readily seen that by the evasion 
of the law we suffer a two fold loss, first 
by shrinking our revenue fifty per cent, 
and second but not loss important, by 
inviting competition whinh weakens tho 
value of our home crop from thirty-three 
to fifty per cent 


While onr imports on tobacco have 


rapidly increased during the past dozen 
yoare, our exports have foilsd to hold 
their own during the same period, as will 
bo seen by the following figures, embrac- 
ing largely low priced stock and shipped 
to Germany:

porters, but tho manufacturers, the lat- 
ter being especially interested in good 
tobacco at a low price. One of two thin(?g 
might be done to remedy the evil. First, 
and tho most practical, the advalorem 
duty applied to the bale and not tho in- 
voice, as is now the ca'o, would place the 
intrudsr on its proper footing. 
]f this 


measure should be defeated on account 
of opposition from manufacturers, the 
aid ot the latter might be enlisted by an 
increased revenue on imported cigars 
apd a lower tariff on domestic tobaccu. 
After a liberal discussion it was suggest- 
ed by Mr. L. B. Cark that a tobacco con- 
vention be held in JanesviHe at as early 
a date as is practical, to which should bo 
invited all tho Wisconsin members oi 
both houses of congress and delegations 
from all tie tobacco growing districts of 
the state, the object ot the meeting to be 
for general enlightenment, anda[concert 
of action for the better protection of our 


tobacco industries, The suggestion was 
favorably received, and adopted by in- 
cluding the members o! congress from 
northern Illinois in the list of invited 
guests.
